WASHINGTON UP—‘The Western 
Big Three tanglefooted their way 
into an explosion in the Middle 
East in 1956. They’re in the fly­ 
paper again. This time it’s next 
door in Tunisia. 
In 1950 both Israelis and Arabs 
in the flaming Middle East wanted 
arms. The United States. Britain 
and France — wanting to stay 
friendly with both sides and keep 
Russia away — agreed to supply 
arms to both sides. 
Disaster Resu lted 
But the Big Three warned they’d 
stop any Middle East nation from 
attacking another with the -arms. 
The agreement wound up in dis­ 
aster. This country, while supply­ 
ing arms to other Arabs, gave 
none to Egypt, which then got 
them from Russia. This opened 
the door wide to Russian influence. 
Meanwhile, this country let Bri­ 
tain, France and Canada do the 
supplying for Israel. With Russia 
playing his big brother, Egyptian 
President Nasser got obnoxious. 
In the fall of 1956 Israel attacked 
Egypt. 
So did Britain and France, thus 
making a farce of the 1950 agree­ 
ment. 
Threats by Russia and demands 
by this country forced Israel. Bri­ 
tain and France to withdraw. 
The scene shifts now' West along 
the 
Mediterranean 
to 
Tunisia, 
which after a 25-year struggle to 
get free of France, became inde­ 
pendent last year. Instead of turn­ 
ing to Russia, Tunisia is pro-West. 
Wan ts Fren ch Help 
Although 
independent, 
it 
re­ 
mains part of the French Union. 
It wants and needs French help 
and business. But right next door 
in Algeria the nationalist rebels 
have been fighting several years 
to shake off French control. 
* 
France pumped troops into Al­ 
geria. To escape them and return 
to fight again, Algerians have slip­ 
ped over the frontier into Tunisia. 
And so did the French in pursuit 
of them. 
No one can predict what turn 
this will take for Tunisia, whose 
armed forces are outnumbered by 
Algerians 
and 
French. 
Tunisia 
asked France for arms. France 
laid down conditions Tunisia re 
fused to accept. 
Tunisia, mindful of what Egypt 
did. let it be known it would tum 
to the Communists of Europe for 
arms 
if 
France 
refused 
them. 
Egyptian President Nasser, seeing 
a chance to give the West more 
trouble, offered Tunisia arms that, 
of course, had to come from Rus 
sia since he has none of his own. 
Fren ch Ou traged 
The United States and Britain, 
also mindful of what had happen­ 
ed in Egypt, promised help to 
Tunisia and sent in arms. This 
outraged the French. 
All this happened at a time 
when this country is anxious to 
glue tighter its alliances in Eur­ 
ope, where France is a main link. 
The French, steaming at its two 
big allies, sent its Foreign Minis­ 
ter Pineau here to talk to Secre­ 
tary of State Dulles. 
When Pineau left ’ tst night for 
New York he was optimistic that 
some understanding agreeable to 
the United States. Britain. France 
and Tunisia would be reached. It 
hasn't been yet.

The new age of sputnik diplomacy and 
sputnik riv alry cannot be one in which the Isi 
diplomacy and alignments of the cold wkr 
continue as before.

Spastic Colon 1$ Common 


Ailment of Civilization

Perhaps today ’s most common ailment, and 
certainly the one about which I receive the most 
inquiries, is a condition known as spastic colon 
or irritable bowel. 
This seems to bo a disorder of civilization. 
It 
is comparatively rare among primitive people, 
which suggests that it is of nervous or emotional 
origin. 
The sy mptoms as a rule consist of vague dis­ 
comfort in the abdomen, with alternate periods 
of constipation and diarrhea. 
Often patients say 
that they have suffered for a great many y ears 
with recurring attacks of discomfort or pain in 
the lower part ol the abdomen. 
The attacks may last for several minutes, or 
even off and on for months.

This is but another way of 
say ing that the administration 
here has not y et found a way to 
extricate itself from its legal 
dilemma.

ironically 
enough, has been a confirmation 
of the doctrine of Gov. Faubus 
—that military force must be 
used “to prevent violence.” 
The 
Arkansas 
governor, 
of 
course, was berated for his stand 
on the ground that, in calling

Guard,

wasn’t really try ing to prevent 
violence but to prevent “integra­ 
tion.” Motive is a hard thing to 
prove in court, but the issues 
took on a different aspect the 
moment the Federal government 
sent in the paratroopers for the 
same basic reason — to prevent 
violence arising from a court or­ 
der.

The late Justice Jackson, in 
an opinion concurring with

Justice 
Jackson said 
the Constitution 
sets forth this policy : 
“Congress, not the executive 
should control utilization of the 
w ar power as an instrument of 
domestic policy . Congress, ful­ 
filling that function, has author­ 
ized the President to use the 
Army to enforce certain civil 
rights.” He then in a footnote 
cited the statute that has since 
been repealed. Justice Jackson 
added:

President) to use the Army for 
the purpose of executing gen­ 
eral laws except when expressly 
authorized by the Constitution 
or by act of Congress.”

authority the "posse comitatus 
act,” originally passed in 1878. 
It was re-enacted by Congress 
in the new edition of the United 
States code in August, 1956. This 
act specifically forbids the use of 
Federal troops to act as a "posse 
comitatus”—that 
is,

gency policemen in domestic dis­ 
turbances or as sheriffs for the 
courts—except

His use of piano 
humor is mannered, adroit, warm, 
often repetitive, but highly effec­ 
tive.

One of 
his basic arts is to resist the im­ 
pulse to bore an audience. 
He

little, 
but 
he 
spaces his audience. 
It is said that he received $100,- 
000 for hi* first, television show. 
It is also said that he will receive 
$200,000 or more for a show next 
Feb. 19 on CBS. It may be that he 
is worth more. 


Poor When He Arrived 


Borge came to this country as a 
poor immigrant with three things 
between him and starvation—his 
inability 
to 
speak 
English, 
his 
ability to disturb a piano, and his 
sense of humor. 
Today he faces the world with 
the same charming defects, plus 
a wife and five children. He now 
runs a 450-acre farm in Connecti­ 
cut and has become one of the na­ 


tion's largest distributors of Rock 
Cornish hens. 
His attitude toward life is as 
dry and wry in person as it is on 
the platform before the piano and 
the public. The way he talks about 
it, however, allows the possibility 
that it is more personal and per­ 
haps less professional. He has the 
gift of making you feel you are 
adventuring him. 


His Conception of World 


He says about this world: 
“ It is so small. . .so big. . .you 
cannot live long enough in it to do 
the things you w'ant to. (He was 
speaking about invitations to per­ 
form in South Africa, Australia.) 
“ It’s so nice to be independent 
. . .to come and go as you please 
, . .to an extent that is. 
“ I don’t believe in fatalism. But

The committee contends many 
of the delegates were chosen im­ 
properly. 
Similar 
charges

been made in a federal district 
court suit challenging Hoffa’s elec­ 
tion, and he has been barred from 
taking office pending outcome of 
the suit. Trial now' is scheduled 
for Dec. 2.
